Arabs urge 
UN, world 
to take 
’deterrent’ 
steps 
on Syria 

CAIRO (AFP) - Arab League 
foreign ministers yesterday 
urged the United Nations and 
the international community 
to take -deterrent - action 
against the Syrian regime 
over alleged chemical attacks 
near Damascus. 

But they fell short o f call¬ 
ing for mili tary strikes as pro¬ 
posed by the United States, 
amid divisions in Arab ranks 
with several countries op¬ 
posed to foreign intervention 
m Syria. 

"The United Mahons and 
die international community 
are called upon to assume 
their responsibilities in line 
with the UM Charter and in¬ 
ternational law by taking the 
necessary deterrent meas¬ 
ures" following the August 
21 suspected chemical at¬ 
tacks, they said 

The ministers, meeting in 
Cairo, said the Syrian regime 
was responsible" for the at¬ 
tacks which the United States 
says lolled hundreds of peo¬ 
ple with the use of sarin gas. 

US President Barack 
Obama said he will seek con¬ 
gressional approval to launch 
a punitive strike on the 
regime tn Damascus over last 
month's attacks in suburbs of 

the Syrian capital.

MIAMI — As enforcement 
pressures increase against ding 
traffickers in Mexico and Cen¬ 
tral America, a top U.S. State 
D ep artm ent o ffi d al sai d tliat i1 
is logical criminals will try to 
resurrect aid drug routes 
through the Caribbean and re¬ 
gional governments should 
begin to prepare. 

As part of that effort, the 
U.S State Department signed a 
partnership agreement with 
PortMiami last Wednesday de¬ 
signed to help enhance port se¬ 
curity m the Caribbean and 
improve future cooperation 
with other ports in the region. 

Although State's Bureau of 
International Narcotics and 
Law Enforcement Affairs 
(INL) has signed more than 60 
such partnerships with state.

Assistant Secretary of State 
for international narcotics and

China data shows economy 
gathering momentum 


BEIJING (AFP) - China's 
manufacturing activity streng¬ 
thened in August to its highest 
level m Id months, official fig¬ 
ures showed yesterday, the la¬ 
test data to suggest the world's 
second-largest economy is 
picking up steam after two 
quarters of slower growth 
Hie official purchasing 
managers' index (PMI) rose to 
51 0 last month from 50 1 in 
July according to figures re¬ 
leased by the National Bureau 
of Statistics (NBS) 

The index tracks manufac¬ 
turing activity m China's facto - 
lies and workshops and is a 
closely watched gauge of the 
health of the economy. Area- 
ding below 5D indicates con¬ 
traction, while anything above 
signals expansion 

The August PM I was the 
best since a reading of 53.3 m 
April last year, according to 
previous results 


It also marked the second 
straight, month of strengthe¬ 
ning and comes as other recent 
data has spurred optimism a 
slowdown in die economy may 
have been stemmed. 

In July, generally upbeat 
economic data, including a 
jump in industrial production 
to a five-month high, helped 
spur optimism that China's 
economic weakness may have 
hit bottom 

British banking giant 
HSBC said last month that the 
initial reading of its PM I sur¬ 
vey for August came in at 50.1, 
rebounding from an 11-month 
law and the first time since 
April the indicator had ex¬ 
panded. 

The first half of this year 
saw a spike m analyst concerns 
about China's economy after 
an expected rebound from die 
worst growth performance in 
13 years failed to materialise

LA PAZ -- The Bolivian and 
Dutch governments have 
reached agreement on the fu¬ 
ture installatian of a lithium 
battery plant in the Andean 
nation and technology and 
knowledge transfers in that in¬ 
dustry 

The accord was finalized 
m La Paz with the signing of 
a l etter of intent last week be¬ 
tween Prince Jaime Bernardo 
of Bo urb o n - Farm a, wh o 
works in the Dutch Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, and Boli¬ 
vian Foreign Minister David 
Choquehu an ca. 

The “framework agree¬ 
ment” establishes bilateral co¬ 
operation in three areas and 
includes the delivery of a 
“master plan” for the future 
installation ora lithium-bat¬ 
tery plant in the South Amer¬ 
ican country', Bolivian 
state-owned mining company 
CainiboTs manager of evap- 
onte resources, Luis Alberto 


Echazu, told the media. 

Tlie letter of intent also 
refers to the creation of scien¬ 
tific research labs and four- 
year training programs for 
Bolivian professionals at the 
Netherlands 1 Delft University 
of Technology 

Bolivia's largest lithium 
reserve is Salar de Uyum, a 
dried-up salt lake in the south¬ 
western province of Potosi, 
winch borders Chile and Ar¬ 
gentina. The world’s largest 
salt Sat, the Salar spans more 
than 10,000 sq. kilometers 
(3,361 sq miles). 

Pre si dent Evo Morales’ 
government has setup a seau- 
mdustnal plant there to pro¬ 
duce potassium chloride and 
another pilot plant to make 40 
tons per month of lithium car¬ 
bonate, the main component 
of the rechargeable, lithium - 
1 on batteries that power elec¬ 
tronic devices such as laptop 
computers and cellphones, as 


well as electric vehicles 
Bolivian authorities have 
rejected various proposals for 
developing Uyuni’s lithium 
reserves submitted by would- 
be foreign partners, arguing 
that none of them has offered 
to “industrialize" the metal on 
Bolivian soil.

US swimmer Nyad, 64, 
forges on with Cuba- 
Fiorida crossing 



MIAMI (AFP) - Legendary 
US distance swimmer Diana 
Nyad forged ahead Sunday 
with her quest to become the 
first person to cross from 
Cub a to Florida with na shark 
cage. 

In a display of endurance 
and spirit, the 64 -year-old ac¬ 
tually increased her speed 
after more than 24 hours in 
the water, her team said. 

"Diana has swum 47.fi! 
statute miles after 27 hours of 
swimming. Her average 
speed has increased to 1.76 
miles per hour," her navigator 
John Bartlett said at ifiQD 
GMT 

"She is swimming strong 
and riding the swells winch 
are 3 to 5 feet out of the east 
b ehind her, - he said in a post¬ 
ing on Nyad's website. 

"She is getting a little fa¬ 
vorable push from the current 
right now." 

Nyad set oft from Cuba 
S aturday in her fi fth and final 
bid to swim across the per¬ 
ilous Florida Straits without 
the protection of a shark 
cage, hoping to make the 
roughly 170 kilometer (106 
mile) trek in SO hours. 

She has tins would be the 
"last time" she would attempt 
to make her decades-Did 
dream come true. 

Last August, Nyad broke 
off her fourth bid to cross the 
stretch after battling lightning 


storms and swarms of jelly¬ 
fish for more than two days. 

Her first attempt was in 
1973, when she was 23. 

Nyad set an open sea 
record for bath men and 
women by swimming from 
the Bahamas to the Florida 
Keys in 1979 — a j oumey that 
is the about the same distance 
as the Cub a-FI on da swim, 
but winch she has described 
as far less dangerous. 

At a news conference Fri¬ 
da 1 /, the veteran swimmer ex¬ 
pressed confidence that she 
would persevere this time 
around 

Not only was she hopeful 
that the weather and currents 
in the Gulf of Mexico would 
be better, she noted that she 
had a frill-body suit -- includ¬ 
ing a mouth guard, gloves 
and shoes — to protect herself 
from jelly fish 

She added that her dream 
of 35 years also sought to 
bring communist Cuba and 
the United States -- which 
have been at odds for decades 
— closer together. 

Nyad is accompanied by a 
36-member team and several 
yaehts and kayaks 

Australian Susan Maroney 
is the first and only person 
who has managed to swim 
across the Florida Straits 
Protected by a shark cage, 
she did so m 1997 when she 
was 22.
